Secretary of the Army Royal said 


today the supreme allied command- 
er in Japan had been told it would 
be "impractical" to send him any 
more. 


Royall made the statement to 
reporters on returning from an in- 
spection trip to Japan where he 
conferred with MacArthur 


At the time 
of 
Royall's 
visit 


there, dispatches from Tokyo said 
MacArthur had submitted a secret 
report on the American military 
situation in Japan in View of Com- 
munist victories in China. These 
dispatches-said MacArthur was be- 
lieved to have 
asked 
for 
more 
troops and airplanes. •• 


Royall was asked about the re- 


ports. He replied that MacArthur 
previously had expressed hope he 
could have more troops and brought 
up the request again. 


"He was told- it would be im-

. Those reports were published by 
the Neue Zcitung, official German 
paper of the American military 
government. They could not be 
confirmed. 


The Zeitung also said it learned 


from refuge Baits that the Rus- 
sipns are constructing huge new 
military installations in the Baltic 
republics with "remarkable haste." 


The Soviet troop movements in 
Germany, the Zeitung said, cen- 
tered in Mecklenburg and 
were

strength in the "immediate hinter- 
land of the Baltic sea, graduated 
to the north and northwest."

Unemployment 
Bill Goes to 
Governor 


By JIM THOMASSON 
Little ,Rock, Feb. 14 — «P) —A 


controversial bill revising the un- 
employment compensation law was 
passed by the Arkansas house with- 
out disucssion this morning. 


The bill, by Sen. Ellis Fagan of 
Little Rock, was called up by Rep. 
Max Howard of Pulaski county and 
before he coud make any explana- 
tion, shouts of "roll call" 
were 


hoard. Howcll withdrew without an- 
other word and the bill was passed 
08-8. It now goes to the governor 
for his signature or veto. 


The lengthy measure revises un- 
employment compensation benefits 
upward in the lower brackets and 
downward in the higher brackets 
and discourages voluntary unem- 
ployment as a means of collecting 
oenefits. 


It makes a person who has vol- 
untarily left his last employment 
pr been discharged for misconduct 
ineligible for unemployment com- 
pensation for a period of ten weeks. 
It also would make an employe in- 
eligible for failure to apply for or 
accept available suitable work. 


The house got' its

of the coming battle over proposed 
•epcal of the anti-strike violence 
aw during a debate over a mo- 
;ion to send the repeal bill back 
;o committee. 


The bill, introduced by Rep. Dave 
Thompson of Pulaski county, would 
make violence as defined in 
the 
anti-strike violence act a 
misde- 
meanor instead of a felony and re- 
peal the other sections of the act. 


His bill was recommended favor- 
ably by the house labor commit- 
tee, but Rep. R. C. Wills of Ar- 
kansas county proposed that it be 
sent back to committee for public 
hearing. 


Opposing that motipn, Thompson 
defended his bill as merely an-at- 
temot to equalize the law. He said 
a picket could be needled into strik- 
ing someone and bo guilty of a 
felony under the 
present law, 


while there is nothing to prevent 
an employer from 
sending gun- 


bearing 
strike-breakers 
to 
the 
scene. 


Tho house voted, however, to 
refer the bill for public hearing and 
Rep. James A. Gipson of Saline 
county, chairman of the labor com- 
mittee, said the hearing will be 
hold tomorrow night. 


The house defeated a bill to re- 
peal an act specifying how coun- 
ty property shall bo sold.

Year Since Gandhi Was Shot 
to Death But Teachings of 
the Spiritual Leader Live

Good ideas can't be killed. 
A year has passed since Mahat- 
ma Gandhi was shot to death by 
the Hindu Narayan Godse. But tho 
teachings of the great 
spiritual 
leader go marching on 
with in- 


creasing strength at the head 
of 
India's awakening millions. 


Yesterday Godso was sentenced 
to be hanged for one of the terrible 
crimes of the ages. Of six fellow 
conspirators, one was condemned 
to death and 
the rest to 
life; 
imprisonment. 


Godso testified at his trial that 


he 'respected Gandhi's 
snintlin- 
oss" but disagreed with his politics 
of love and tolerance for Moslems. 
And as tho the assassin and his. 
colleagues left the courtroom after 
bring sentenced they were shouting 
"We will conquer Patkistan (the 
Moslem dominion). Long live Hin- 
dustan (the dominions of Hindu 
Inriin)." 


The condemned men had tried to 


kill ideas with leaden bullets. 


The margin by which they failed 


is seen in the fact that the bequest 
of brotherly love left by Gandhi 
had much to do with preventing 
war between 
Pakistan and India 


at the height of the quarrel over 
the rich state of Kashmir. The long 
long labor of Gandhi, the 
Hindu, 


Cor Moslem-Hindu peace 
brought 


striking 
recognition 
on 
tho 
An- 


niversary of his death from Khwa- 
j;< Na/imuddin, governor tfoneral 
of Palislan. Nazimuddin said in a 
message to the Indian capital of 
Delhi: 


"In the present-day world which 


ha? failed to take a lesson from the 
devastation and misery caused by 
two worlrt wars of this century and 
whore the cult of violence' still 
holds sway, it would be well to re- 
fall Gandhi-Ji's message of non- 
violence, for the salvation of hu- 
manity lies in outlawing violonca." 


You will note th;it this Moslem 


loader called the Mahatma "Gan- 
dhi-Ji." That in itself is a great 
tribute for the suffix "Ji" is a 
designation of rsspect an 
daffcc- 


tion. You would understand that 
better if you Know Gandhi, as I d'd. 
I always 
think of him either as 
"the Mahatma (grcat-souled one)" 
or as " Gandhi- Ji." 
Many 
folks 
were impressed that way by this 
humble little man who once told 
me that the greatest influence in 
his life had been Christ's sermon 
on the mount.
